FROM AWFUL SHOCK 


"Woman of 87 Years Survives 


Her Injuries Little 


Over 24 Hours.; 


Regaining consciousness briefly, but 


unable to describe the accident in 
which she was so frightfully burned 
Iftonday morning, Mrs. Dorothy Kolk- 
mann, 87 years of age, died"nt 11:1S 
o'clock Tuesday morning at the home 
of her daughter, Mrs. Charles Horst- 
man, 2601 John street. • 


Death was directly due to the burns 


which involved her arms and face and 
to the shock attendant upon the acci- 
dent. 'With her advanced age it was 
impossible for the patient to rally. 
There were two short periods of ap- 
parent consciousness, but the victim 
of the distressing accident was unable 
to talk sufficiently to give the details. 
It is believed the sleeve of her dress 
caught fire as she attempted to lift a 
tea kettle of. water from the gas range. 
It develops that the aged woman -was 
so stunned by the accident that she 
did not cry out and her dress had been 
afire for a minute or more before the 
daughter chanced to enter the room. 


Mrs. Kolkmann was born in Ger- 


many and came to America in 1S.7T, 
residing for three years at Vincennes 
and coming to Fort Wayne in 1SSO. 
Her husband died thirty-four years 
ago. 
Surviving children are Freder- 


ick Kolkmann, Mrs. Eel Krusmann, 
Mrs. W. Meyers, of Vincennes, Mrs. 
Charles Horstman and Mrs. "William 
Hilker. There are twenty-six grand- 
children and twenty great-grandchil- 
dren. .The aged woman was a mem- 
ber of Zion's Lutheran church.

Around 70,000 Mark. 


Despite the fact that the official re- 


turns 
on Fort "Wayne's population 


show a gain of 18,818 for the past ten 
years, and that the Increase ig very 
gratifying from every standpoint, the 
tcital 
will be a 
disappointment to 


many people here whose estimates had 
placed Fort Wayne's population around 
the 70,000 mark. - Some-ol the more 
optimistic had gone above this figure. 


"I am much disappointed, for I did 


not expect less than 70,000," said P. 
A. Randall, president of the Commer- 
cial club, when The Sentinel gave him 
today a report on the census. returns 
for the city. 
"I believe if the count 


wers accurately taken," continued Mr. 
Randall, it would show at least 10,000 
more people than are now apparent by 
the returns." 


How He Figures It. 


"The Fort Wayne city directory in 


19(10 had a total of 20,823 names," con- ! 


tinued Mr. Randall. "Now it has 35,750 
names. 
In 1900 the census gave us 


45,115 people, showing that a multiple 
of 2 1-6 applied to the directory count 
gave a very accurate estimate of the 
total population—45.116. 
If that mul- 


tiple is used at this time with thS 
present showing of the city directory, 
it would indicate a population of 77,- 
450. The same methods were used in 
compiling the directory this year as 
were followed -in 1900. 
Nor can the 


discrepancy 
be 
explained 
on 
the 


ground that suburban residents are 
omitted from the government totals 
for cities, for there were more people 
in the suburbs of Fort Wayne ten 
years ago than are there today, for 
many of the districts then outside are 
now a part of the city." 


Mr. Randall was unable to conceal 


his disappointment at 'the showing, 
for he had confidently expected that 
the count would establish the fact that 
Fort Wayne had a population of at 
least 70,000. 


Finds It "a Little Short." 


"It's a little short of my expecta- 


tions." said P. J- McDonald, of the

THE TEXA8 MASSACRE. 


In no part of the world lately has 


there been conmitttBd a butchery of 
:hmnan beings more cowardly and 
BhooWnK than <hat of-which Palestine, 
Texas, was last -weak the scene. A 
score of negroes were shot down In 
cold blood In the most unprovoked 
manner. They were pursued over the 
country by armed mobs of white men 
and wherever found were slain like 
beasts. To add to the foulness of this 
massacre it was a wholly causeless 
atrocity. 
A negrti and a white man 


disputed over a debt and from that a 
race war was fomented. 
It has not 


appeared 
from investigation so far 


made that In any cases were the slain 
negroes armed or that they made or 
were given a chance to make any re- 
sistance. 
They were shot do\vn In 


cold blood. 
~ 


Race hatred of this sort is past un- 


derstanding. The men who engaged in 
the Texas butchery would be more 
merciful to wolves than they were to 
these negroes and their ferocity can 
be explained on no ground that normal 
human beings are familiar with. 
It 


may be—and the supposition is not 
lugged in from a great distance—that 
the recent prize fight at Reno had its 
share to do wth the frenzy of the antl- 
negro mobs In the Palestine butchery. 
Immediately following the event at 
Reno there were race riots in many 
parts of the country and of some of 
them death was a consequence. 
In 


more than one section negroes were 
forbidden to rejoice openly and with 
noise in the triumph of the colored 
man over the white man In Nevada. 


It is not far-fetched or unreasonable 


to suspect the Texas mob to have been 
frenzied by some such consideration
